The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In Ishihara et al (US5916161) power to the entire apparatus is shut offupon 

exceeding of a temperature threshold, including the power to the gradient coils thereby 

suffering the avowed shortcoming of interruption and delay of the scan protocol.. 
Hedlund et al (US6516282) and Emeric et al (US6992483) are directed to 

control of gradient coil cooling in accordance with a temperature regulatory algorithm, 

see col. 8 lines 19-41 of the former as exemplary. 
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Accordingly the relevant prior art does not teach or suggest control of power 
applied to a gradient coil or coils based upon bore and thermal boundary conditions 
while continuing application of at least some power to the at least one coil.
